‘SUPREME COURT IS IGNORED. 


Distriet Strongly for Church—One Dis- 
senter Makes Fight. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 20.—[Special.}—Infor- 
mation to the effect that the bible ie being 
taught In the public schools of district 21, in 
Gage county, despite a Supreme court de- 
cision to the contrary, waa conveyed to the 
court today. 

Accordingly Deputy Supreme Court Clerk 
Nelson this afternoon issued a peremptory 
writ of mandamus against mem of the 
school board of the district to compel them 
to comply with the decision of the court, in 
which it is, held that religious exercises are 
not permissi in the district schools of 
Nebraska. 

The action was taken on request of Daniel 


the district who does not want religious in- 
struction in the school. 
Firm Adherents of Church. 

The people and the directors of the Gage 
county district are firm adherents of the 
church and have refused to comply with 
what they regard as an unjust decision until 
they are compelled by actual process of court. 
The spirit of the district is one of martyrdom. 
The district is known for the religious fervor 
of its inhabitants, and Freeman has been the 
one flaw in the harmony of sentiment. The 
fact that he has two children and does not 
want them to hear the bible read in the pub- 
lic schools gave him ground on which to 
object. 

The wording of the Supreme court writ or- 
ders the members of the board to cease read- 
ing the King James version of the bible, 
whch opens the way for much litigation, 

2 One Man Causes Trouble. 

The case has become celebrated tn the 
courts of Nebraska. It was begun years ago 
by Daniel Freeman, who alternately was suc- 
cessful and unsuccessful in the lower courts, 
It finally reached the Supreme court on 
appeal and that tribunal ruled that reading 
of the bible and singing of sacred hymns was 
not permissible in the public schools, Subse- 
quently a supplementary opinion by Chief 
Justice Sullivan left the matter in such a 
complex ferm as to cause the original ruling 
to be generally ignored. , 

The essential features in the court syllabus 
are as follows: 

“There is nothing in the constitution or 
laws of this state, nor in the history of our 
people, upon which. to ground a claim that 
it is the duty of the government to teach 

“Enforced attendance. upon religious 
services is forbidden by the constitution, and 
the pupils in a public school cannot be re- 
quired either to attend such services or to 
join in them. 

Whether it is prudent or politic to permit 
bible reading in the public schools is a ques- 
tion for the school authorities, but whether 
the practice of bible reading has taken thé 
form of sectarian instruction is a question 
for the courts to determine upon evidence,”

SPEED WINS SHAM BATTLE 


BRITISH EXPERTS SURPRISED BY 
ADMIRALTY DECISION. 


OMicial Report Just Issued in London 
on Naval Maneuvers Awards the 
Palm to Admiral Domvile and the 
Mediterranean Fleet, Although’ He 
Failed to Prevent a Junction of the

eight: battleships., Admiral Domvile failed 
to prevent the junction, owing largely to the 
fact that the admiralty overestimated the 
speed of his fleet by one knot. but. while un- 


managed by admirable tactics to defeat the 
intention of Wilson and Beresford to bring 
him to action with their fleets between him 
and his base at Gibraltar, and in a running 
fight off the Azores he damaged his op- 
ponenti so greatly and left them in auch an 
unfavorable position as regards their coal 
supply that the command of the sea re- 
mined in hi« hands. 

The point of interest lay in the epeed of the 
fleets. Domvile’s fleet was superior in speed 
to that of Wilson, and the lesson drawn 
from the battie off the Azores is that with

The New York Central officials who 
were asked about the matter declared they 
were not ready yet to give any details to the 
public, and at the offices of the General Elec- 
tric company Information was refused in the 
absence of President: Coffin, who is out of 
town. From other sources, however, con. 
firmation was had of the report, which ex- 
plains the recent rise of six points in Gen- 
eral Electric stock. 

The contract is one of the largest ever 
secured by any electric company. It prob- 
ably is larger than the one for the electrifica- 
tion of the Pennsylvania terminals in this 
city, as the New York Central contract in- 
cludes not only the equipment with eleo- 
tricity of the terminals but probably also 
about fifty miles of railroad on each one of 
the New York Central branches as weill as the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford subur- 
ban line. The branches of the Central which 
probably will be so equipped are the Hudson 
river division as far as Croton, the Harlem 
division probably as far as Brewster, and 
probably the Putnam division to the same 
point. The method of employing the new 
power in hauling suburban traffic will be by 
means of electric locomotives. For the last 
year experiments with var kinds of elec- 
tric locomotives have beet carried on by the 
General Electric company in its shops in 
Schenectady, Only within the last six weeks 
these experiments have resulted in the pro- 
duction of a locomotive which would fill al 
requirements.

Centerville, Ia., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—Gen. 
F. M. Drake, a former governor of Iowa, died 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Henry Goss, 
in this city, today: He was stricken with 
diabetes several days ago and had been grad- 
ually growing worse ever since. No alarm 
was felt until late yesterday evening. His 
son, John A., and his daughter, Mrs. J. L. 
Sawyers, are on their way from New York, 
having been telegraphed for late yesterday. 


His other three daughters, Mrs. Henry Goss, 


Mrs. George Sturdivant, and Mrs. T. P. 
Shontz, and another son, Frank Drake, the 
latter two from Chicago, were at the bedeide. 

The estate of Gen. Drake, consisting of 
bank and railroad stocks and farm land, is 
estimated to be worth between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000. It is said Drake university, to 
which he already has given sums totaling 
$200,000, will receive a share of the estate. 

For the last twenty-five years Gen. Drake 
had been engaged in the railroad and bank- 
ing business. He had projected, constructed, 
und put in operation five railroads’ He 
was president of the Indiana, Illinois and 
Iowa and the Albia and Centerville com- 
ranies, a director of the Keokuk and West- 
ern, and president of the Centerville National 
bank. He also was president of the board of 
trustees of Drake university, which bears 
his name as one of its founders. 

Gen. Drake entered the Iowa political arena 
as a prominent figure a quarter ofa century 
ago. While he had been a delegate to state 
and national conventions, his name was not 
linked with any office until 1893. when he en- 
tered the gubernatorial contest. He failed 
that year, but two years later received the 
unanimous vote of the republican convention 
and was elected by a big majority. The latter 
part of his first term developed into a stormy 
affair, and this, coupled with a return of his 
old army trouble, caused him to retire. 

Gen. Drake had been a member of the odd- 
fellows’ lodge since 1854 and a mason since 
1859.

BOOK about which there has been con- 
siderable preliminary talk will be pub- 
lished in the course of a few weeks by 
Messrs. Doubleday, Page & Co. The 
title, “PERSONALIA,” describes the 
scope and aim of the book. The author does 
not give his name, but he merely calls himself 
„ Sigma.”’ It is English Personalia en- 
tirely, beginning with the early days of Har- 
row and coming down to the present. The 
author must be a man of ripe years at the 
present writing, for many of the men that he 
knew belonged to a generation that has song 
since passed away. 

The book is not only full of interesting 
reminiscences, but it is also full of enter 
taining anecdote. Perhaps the fact that the 
author writes over a pen name is the reason 
why he is so frank, but he certainly does not 


he has known, even those who are living to- 
day. 

In the chapter on lawyers the author tells 
a capital story apropos of witnesses and 
coufisel. A counsel had been cross examining 
a witness for some time with little effect, and 
had sorely taxed the patience of the judge, 
the jury, and every one in court. At last the 
judge intervened with an imperative hint 
to the learned gentleman to conclude his 
cross examination. The counsel, who re- 
ceived this judicial intimation with a bad 
grace, before telling the witness to stand 
down, accosted him with the parting sar- 
casm: Ah, you’re a clever fellow, a clever 
fellow! We can all see that! The witness, 
bending over from the box, quietly retorted: 
“I would return the compliment if I were 
not on oath!“ 

Speaking of Lord Chief Justice Coleridge, 
who will be remembered by American readers 
of the book as well as English, for his visit 
to this country of a more or less con- 
spicuous nature, Sigma says:

Mr. Jeyes says: What line he will take 
on any new question, or one which has been 


| materially modified: by recent events, it is 
impossible to conjecture, since, as we have

Mr. Chamberlain was born in London. 
where his ancestors for three generations 
had been wholesale boot and shoe manu- 
facturers. At the age of 18 he went to Bir- 
mingham and went into the business of 
manufacturing screws. Through his energy 
the firm acquired almost a monopoly. In 
order to place affairs on a more remunera- 
tive footing, Nettlefolds (his firm) bought 
out two of their chief rivals and all the 


reasonable offer. The others had to look out 
for themselves. Mr. Chamberlain was an 
active member of the school board, member 
of the town council, and three times mayor 
of Birmingham before he entered pariia- 
ment. His local importance and influence 
has been so great that it has been possible 
for him to be independent in politics as hardly 
any other man in the last generation has 
been who represented anything but a full 
pocketbook. This is the key to all his 
subsequent action. He is first and above all 
a representative of Birmingham. Ina coun- 
try where the practice is for a member of 
parliament to represent any constituency 
whatever that will elect him, this complete 
identification with a particular community 
is rare and a source of great strength. Mr. 
Chamberlain is himself the author or pro- 
moter of many of the improvements which 
‘have raised Birmingham from the abject 
condition in which it was not many years 
ago to be a model city. 


Other statesmen with „nom Mr. Cham- 
berlain has come in contact are criticised 
freely and adroitly in Mr. Jeyes’ book. Mr. 
Gladstone [in 1880] perceived that the opin- 
lon of the country—already irritated by 
events abroad—was turning against him; he 
had, besides, a strong hatred of the more vias 
lent forms of illegality.” The inference is 
plain. These are the author's words. But 
in many cases extracts of considerable length 
are given from Mr. Chamberlain's speeches, 
and even at this distance from English poli- 


tles they are spicy reading. e 
Full justice is done Mr. Chamberlain's busi- 
ness administration of the colontal office. 


The Boer war receives adequate attention, 
and probably no more effective présentation 
of Mr. Chamberlain’s position or positions 
could be given. The 800 closely printed 
pages are worth reading even by those who 
dislike Mr. Chamberlain, as a brilliant sum- 
mary of English history for the last thirty 
years. 


„ PARLIAMENITAK Xx ENGLAND,“ 
Edward Jenks of the University of Oxford (G. 
P. Putnam’s Sons), is the latest volume in 
“The Story of the Nations series and is an 
interesting study of the evolution of the sys- 
tem of government by a responsible cabinet. 
It is shown that nothing was known of this 
system prior to the revolution of 1688, and 


that it is an entirely unexpected outgrowth 


of certain statutes of the year 1705. It was 
a mere coincidence that Sir Robert Walpole 
joined the ministry in the same year, but it 
was due mainly to his agency during the 
thirty-four years which preceded his retire- 
ment that the cabinet system became firmly 
fixed as a part of the British constitution, 

Mr. Jenks traces the subsequent history of 
parliamentary government down to the 
reign of Queen Victoria. Some fifty. por- 
traits increase the value of the well written 
text. 


“AMERICAN CONTROVER- 
SIES IN THE NINETEENTH CENTURY,” 
by Edward Stanwood (Houghton, \ Mif- 
Hin & Co.), is a study of the tariff in its 
relation to politics rather than in its effect 
upon industries. The debates in congress 
upon the adoption of each new tariff are re- 
ported at considerable length, and naturally 
in the report of these discussions the argu- 
ments for and against protection are given. 
The author is.a protectionist, and yet he 
has stated fairly the arguments used by the 
opposition. 

The tariff in the United States has never 
been treated from a purely scientific stand- 
point and at almost any period in its history

There is an art in selecting a pumpkin as 
well as in cooking it if the pie is to have that 
strong flavor of its own so dear to the heart 
cf the Yankee. 
First, it must be ripe and next the water 
must be cooked out ot it. In city markets a 
thoroughly ripe pumpkin is hard to find. But 
as a general thing the larger and the darker 
a yellow it is the more likely it is to have 
stood on the vine long enough to have some 
taste to it. When cutting it up to cook 
leave.the peel on, as some of the strongest of 
the flavor is found in the skin and when 
it is rubbed through a colander this is all 
taken out. Put it over with as little water 
as possible arid leave on a slow fire all day. 
The next, day. spread on plates and.stand in 
the oven with the door open, turning it over 
with a knife occasionally until it becomes a 
dark brown. The drier the better, so that it 
does not burn, as it will soak up in the milk 
to which it should be added an hour or so 
before making the pies. If this rule 18 fol- 
lowed and the recipe given below for mixing, 
both of which have been used in our family 
ever since they were brought from New 
England to the Western Reserve, there is no 
danger of that too common Thanksgiving 
dish—a tasteless pumpkin pie. 

To make two large, thick pies, use 1 quart 
and ½ pint of milk, 2 cups of 1 
cup of brown sugar, 2 2 teaspoonfuls 
of flour beaten with the eggs, and ginger, 
cinnamon, and allspice to taste.
